A Great Field Day Prepariufi; in tho 
U. S. House of lleprcseu- 
tatives. 

Report of the Minority of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee-Clevelaud 
Censured. 



Washinoton, Deo. 30.— Senator Tryo, of 
the siib-oomniittse of the Committee of 
Foreign relations, investigating Hawaiian 
mattora, has - received a letter from ox- 
Miuiatcr Stevens, atuting that ho would 
coino to Washington and appear before tho 
Bub-committee. Mr. Stevens would prefer, 
owing to the condition of his health, that 
his depoiiitlon pHould bo taken at Augusta, 
Maine ; but thia ia practically iinpnsuible. 
Since tho death of hia diuif^hter, wliioh 
occurred by drowning in Hawaii at tho time 
of tho revolution of last January, Mr, 
Stevens has been in poor health, and hia 
advanced oge, Gl, precludes tho hope of 
substantial improvement. , 

There will bo a field day in tho House of 
ropredentatives on Hawaiian mattera on 
Fridiy next. Ia all probability, it ia the 
present understanding that the majority and 
minority reports of the Ccmmitteu on For- 
eign AiTaira on tho Hawaiian situation will 
bo taken up on that day for discussion and 
action. There will bo no report from tho 
majority of the committee. The substitute 
for the Hitt and Boutelle resolutions waa 
agreed to by the Foreign Affairs committeo 
on the last day bat one of the session before 
the holiday reoeaa. The ohairnmn. Repre- 
sentative McCreary, ot Kentucky, had no 
timei.to prepare a report other than a mere 
formitl announcement of the oommitteo'a 
action and its recommendation that the sub- 
stitute be passed. Mr. McCreary has since 
added an appendix, containing a portion of 
tho correspondence upon tho Hawai- 
ian question, including these documents 
which will probably bo moat in demand in 
tho course of the debate. Tho other mate- 
rial, which will naturally have been in- 
cluded in tho comniittec'., report, Mr. Mc- 
Creaiy will use in a speech on tho subject. 

Tho report of tho minority ia an ag^^resa- 
ivo document, prepared by Mr. Bellamy 
Storcr, rf Ohio, at tho request of Mr. Hitt. 
It ia signed by tho whole Republican min- 
ority of tho committeo on foroign 
ollairs. It narrates tho incidents of Mr. 
Blount's appointment three day aaf tor Mr. 
Cleveland's accession to office whilo tho 
Senate was in eeasion. Tho report quotes 
the instructions given him and asserts that 
in this appointrr.eiit tho Preaiduut ignored 
■the plain language of tho constitution de- 
fining and limiting hia powers. It proceeds 
aa follows : It ia an unwritten but uni- 
versally accepted law that no adtniniatra- 
tion of any representative government ever 
condomns tho international policy of a 
preceding administration, for in so 
doing it would attack its own government. 
Whilo wo think it clear that Minister 
Stevens' conduct waa not only juatitiablo 
and necessary, but praiaoworthy and patri 
otic, this ia not the time to discuss the sub- 
ject. A resolution that tho House should 
investigate the occurrences in Hawaii in 
January, 189'i, so aa to hear both 
aides of the question before com- 
mittee, in which both political parties 
might be represented, offered by the 
of the minority, lies nnoonsidered. It has 
been left for the majority of the committee 
in their zeal to attack the former adminis- 
tration, rather than to defend tho ^present 
one to prejudge without hearing ; to vilify 
without examination; to ignoro a resolu- 
tion, to inveatigate and to condemn withont 
investigatinf;. 

Tho people of the United* States arc 
widely divided in their opinions upon occur- 
rences in Hawaii, which rcaulted in the 
entablislinient ot the present government. 
Wo are contident, however, even upon the 
ox parte results of Mr. lilount'a activity -xrid 
zeul, that a vast niujority ot ttic 
intelligent thought of this country con- 
demns his methods and dieeiecita hia 
coucluBion. To charge tho Minister I'leui- 
potentiiiry of the United States witli friiud, 
falaehooii and with a wilful violation of the 
inw, on the strength of Mr. Blount'a action 
and hia reoommcndatiun alone, ia all that tho 
majority of the committee can find in thia 
great subject worthy of their attention. 
The mattera tho minority have commented 
on in relation to tho present eourae of 
evonta are not in doubt or in (piuation. 
NoiiiiiiH iiaa been uuuoideieu or cited but 
the Boleinn ollioial records of the Govern- 
ment and the language uaed by tho Presi- 
dent in person or through his 
Secretary of State. To ignoro these 
burnint; facta and try to confine the disoiiH- 
sion to what occurred in January, IS'.t:!, 
and try to cover from tho eyen of tho people 
the violutiona of constitutional law and of 
precedent by the present executive is politi- 
cal cowardice, and, if successful, would be 
political fraud. 

In tb^secret instruotiona given him, Mr. 
Willis is informed that tlie Provisional 
Government, to which he waa to deliver hia 
credentials, " was not established by the 
Hawaiian people or with the consent, nor 
has it existed with their consent." Mr. 
Willis was to notify the Queen that the 
President would not send back to the Senate 
the treaty withdrawn on March 18. Ho waa 
" to inform the Queen when reinstate^ that 
the President expected her to grant entire 
amnesty to all those connected with the 
Provisional Government, so they should bo 
deprived of no rinht or privilege." "Hav- 
ing secured tho Queen'a agreement to pur- 
sue thia wise and hunmno policy," Mr. 
Willis was " to advise the executive 
of tho Provisional (iovernnient of tho Preai- 
dont'd determination of tho question which 
their action and that of the Queen had de- 
volved upon him, and that tlioy uro expected 
to promptly reliii(|uiah to her her conatitu- 
tionul authority." Should either p.irty de- 
cline, Mr. Wdlis was "to report and await 
further instructions." 

No spccilic orders were eivcn na to Mr. 
Willis' course in caae both parlies were will- 
ing to abide by the President's comnianda. 
Tho secret and contidenlial instruotiona 
wcro made known to Congrosa only after 
a resolution calling upon tho Exec- 
utive for the aanio had haeu ununimoualy 
adopted by tho House. Tho ollioial 
report of tho Secretary of State kept aeeret 
from Ofitcdier IS until a week after the No- 
vember election and then made public, 
aroused an almoat univoraal oxpreasion of 
public disapproval and resentment among 
the Amerioan people. The falbeaeu of the 
sttuiition thuB^ created by giving sedret 



instructions to a minister of the United 
.States to intrifiue and negotiate for the 
overturn of a government to which iio had 
been formally accredited, does not aecm to 
have struck tho Adniinietration. It did 
atriko tho people of tho United Stales, 
however. Public opinion had spok- 
en, and would apeak still louder 
and if sueoeea waa to be gained it muat be 
gained (piiokly. Therefore, on November 
24, ton days before tho aaaenibling of Con- 
gress, the Secretary of State telegraphed 
Mr. Willia to put an end to tho delays. 
" You will insist upon an amnesty 
and a recognition of obligations 
of the ProviaioDttl Government aa essential 
conditions of the restoration. All intereata 
will be prompted by prompt action." IIow 
tho intereata of tho Hawaiian Islands were 
to he prompted by prompt aotion, in restor- 
ing tho monarchy, is not self-evident. 

What rii»ht tho President aupposed ho had 
to impose terms upon an independent govern- 
ment which ho waa about to rcinatato, on 
tho very ground that it muat remain an in- 
dependent government, and atill aaaumo to 
issue commands that uuiverfal amnesty should 
be mado a condition precedent, is diflicult 
to say. The administration waa falling short 
of the "demands of justice" and its own 
theory of the status of the ex-Queen's pro- 
prietary rights, in seeking to inlerfero with 
an unquestionable ri;rht of sovereignty and 
tho punishment of oflenscs against her laws, 
Tho oiily hope of placing Mr. Dole, onr 
Preaident'a "groat and good friend" and 
hia associates in position where 
auineaty would be of any value to them was 
by exerting tho armed power of the United 
Statee. The President's administration, so 
iiiaiatent on respecting the independence of 
Ifawiiii, issued its commands to the Govern- 
ment it proposed to reinatate that those who 
had overthrown it in January laat should 
remain ita citizens " deprived of the right 
they enjoyed before the revolution," thia 
independent Rovernment waa not to be al- 
lowed to withhold tho right of suliVage 
or even of holding offico from thoae 
whom it must look upon aa ita 
bitlercat enemica. Where would ex- 
iat independence undor this duress from 
tho President of tha United States ? It 
would have become a protectorate of the 
United States not in name but in reality, 
not by law but through the President's sole 
decision and decree. 

Tho clear implication in the report of tho 
Secretary of State that the President meant 
to reatore tho monarchy, and tho 
knowledge that the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment would yield to tho dictation ot 
tho President only after war, alarmed tho 
country and cheeked tho easy flow of the 
administration's policy. Tho ex Queen waa 
evidently distrustful of tho influence or 
powera of tho Preaident and asked 
what aaauranoea ehe would have for 
tho faithful carrying out of tho aoheme on 
tho part of tho Administration. ^Vhatever 
may have been the form of her request, the 
answer, true but tardy, waa telegraphed 
Mr. Willis on December 13, the day before 
tho opening of Congress: — " You will see 
that; tho President cannot use force without 
tho authority of Congress." 

Six weeks of tho examination of the law 
nnd of tho turnini; of the realjopinion of the 
country had finally resulted 'in something 
which could not be criticised or gainsaid. 
The dispatches of Mr. Willis, which de- 
manded and obtained the above answer, are 
not yet obtainable by Congress. What was 
thoir substance may be divined. 

The government of Hawaii was at peace, 
was strong, was civilized. The ex- Queen 
was hesitating and demanding to know 
what gnarantee she would have first that 
she should be put back, and next that she 
should be kept there after she had 
given her pledge to grant amnesty. 
Would tho President really do tho 
only thibg that could do her any good, after 
extorting such a pledge of vassalage to his 
will;? Would he rebuild her throne, reatore 
her to it and prop it up afterwarda with 
American bayonets ? No wonder she wanted 
pledges. Here was an Ameiican minister cot 
only empowered but secretly instructed to 
threaten and coerce tho Government to 
which ho waa accredited into yielding 
peaceably to the restoration of a monarchy 
which waa an abomination in the light of 
(jovernn.ent and an abomination in tlio 
light of decency. Ho waa to reinstate aa 
legitimate and independent the ex-iiion- 
archy, ])rovided ho could iuduco it to 
pledge itself to obedience to the Preaident'a 
eomuuiuda of u monarchy bo unfit t,o govern 
tliat cv( n tho udniinistration waa afraid to 
re.stoie it to ita full powers and fiinotiona. 
Vet in the aacred nanio of " justice !" it waa 
by intripuo to bo reinstated over the heads 
of those " who constitute the intelligeuco of 
the Hawaiian Islands." 

Thia is not tho facilitating and digniSed 
course which should bo pursued by the di- 
plomacy of the United States of America. 
There ia no question here before the United 
States of an examination, no issue aa ro the 
propriety of Minister Steven's action 
for aa to that issue we know 
only one aide, prepared by an agent, 
hostilo to the administration of which Mr. 
Stevens formed a part. There is no ground 
for debate now aa to whether the present 
Hawaiian government was rightly or 
wrongly established nearly twelve 
months ago, The issue directly before 
tho House is whether to approve or 
condemn the dourse of the present 
administration as disolosed by itself. If a 
President, without the consent of the Sen- 
ate, can send a "paramount" diplomatic 
officer to supersede a ministry, leaving the 
latter only routine duties, he may do 
it in Groat Britain or Germany 
as well U8 in tho Hawaiian Islands. That 
ollicer, according to the President's apolo- 
gists, ia only llio "I'reaident's coiiiniia- 
Bioner," and not lui oilicer in the dijilo- 
malic service of the United Slatca. Tho 
Siuno riL;ht asserted hero to appoint an 
ambnaaador under the namo of a comiiiia- 
siouui' would allow tliu Preaident lo appoint 
any agent of his own, without coiiferencu 
with any other branch of the Government, 
to cxerciae judicial functions paramount to 
that of judges already in olhoo by and with 
tho .Senalo'a consent. 

It ia a signilioant fact that thus far no 
reaohition in eillier House of Ccngresa has 
been introduced approving the opinion 
of the Seorotary of State, or en- 
dorsing tho Presideut'u action. If 
tho administration's purpose to ro- 
instato tho Queen was right Congreaa 
must cirry it out, for the President bus at 
luut shulllcd hia policy olT hia hands to be 
aotcd upon by the legislative branch of 
our government. When 'the major- 
ity are prepared to • fulfil tho 
President's bahoats, it muss propose logiala- 
tion. Until that ia dono tho country muat 
take for granted that the President is not 
approved by his party. After a re-

Henry Laboucliero, the Radical leader and 
fighting editor of Truth, pursues without 
cessation his campaign against the Govern- 
ment's plan of continuing tho £10,000 to the 
Duko of Saxe Cobourg-Gothu, in hia capacity 
aa Duke of Edinburgh. He has can- 
vaaaed the Radical members of tho 
House of Commons to get signa- 
tures,^ to his protest against tho grant. 
Thia protest will be presented to Mr. Glad- 
atone. Mr. Labouohere's hostility to Mr. 
Gladstone ia becoming more evident daily. 
He has not forgiven the Premier for exclud- 
ing him from ofHoo, Both in the lobby and 
in iho Press he hints at the advisability of 
Mr. Gladatoue retiring from publio life. Hia 
augHcationa of thia sort, however, have found 
no echo in the Government ranka. On tho 
contrary they are resented generally. Al- 
though Mr. CJludatone ia failing physically 
tho Liberals feel moro keenly than ever that 
they have nobody to take lua place, and 
thoy dread the disorganizition which would 
follow his disappearance from political life. 

IMPORT DUTY ON SILVER. 

Advices from Bombay are to tho eflfect 
that an import duty ot 20 per cent, is about 
to bo imposed on silver. Dealers uro said to 
be already olfering a preriium to banka tak- 
ing the risk on tho imposition of the duty. 
Inquiriea at the Indian offico elicited no 
positive information, aa tho ofliciala were 
exceedingly reticent, but tho im- 
preasiou was made that no duty 
had yet boon decided on by tho 
Government. London dealers do not be- 
lieve that tho duty would be effective, as 
smuRgling would bo done on an enormoas 
scale doapito all elTorta of the India govern- 
ment to prevent it. 

NATAL ENLAIiOKSIHNT. 

The Admiralty plan for enlarging the 
Navy is still in embryo. All that is known 
positively ia that no extraordinary grant) 
will be demanded at onco, as if the country 
were on the brink of war. The Admiralty 
Lords will meet the views o^ithe Cnancellor 
of the Exchequer by alternating the ex- 
penditures over a number of years. The 
annual snm' is to oover armaments and equip- 
ments of all kinds ; but the coat of the ships 
is to appear in the Budget only.after they 
shall have been ^ armed and made 
ready for service. The Army and 
Navy Gazette suggests the appoint- 
ment of a oonstrnction committee 
consisting of three Admirals, three Com- 
manders and three Captains, with a Chief 
Constructor and Director of Naval ordnance 
as advisory menibcra. The committee would 
report annually to Parliament on tho pro- 
preaa of homo and foreign naval construc- 
tion. Thia suggestion ia said to emanate 
from tho Admiralty. Sir Edward Jamea 
Reed, M.P., who speaks with authority on 
Naval inatterH, said to day in an interview 
on the experience of the warship Roaolution 
in a storm in the Bay of Biscay ; " Wo need 
not apprehend any special perila from battle 
ahips, aa tho Roaolution was handled badly. 
She is not unaeaworlhy, and there ia nothing 
risky about her construction." 

India's complaints. 

At the Ninth Indian National Congreas, 
which huH recently opened at Lahore, dele- 
fjates from every dist.riot were present. 
Dadbhai Naornji, M. P. , waa elfoted preai- 
dent, and in his address dwelt upon India's 
poverty and the danger of political troubles 
that might arise from it. I'roaporous and 
contented, India could, ho said, defy six 
Russiaa. Ho emphasized the unfairness of 
saddling on India tho expenses of the army, 
other than homo charges, and appealed to 
the British pcoplo and Parliament to make 
u just division of this burden. He claimed 
that tho Indian government virtually ig- 
nored ordora from Parliament. 

.MItS. .MAYIUtlCK. 

The recent revival of tho agitation for a 
now trial for Mrs. Maybrick, confined in 
the Woking prison tor having poisoned her 
husband, haa ended in a fizzle. The Homo 
ollico dcnioa that it has recidvod tho im- 
portant now evidence which Mrs. May- 
brick's friends wero said to havo produced. 
Mrs. Maybrick is now ompioyed in 
the kitchen ot the Woking prison 
when she ia not in tho hos- 
pital. She will havo no chance of 
being released until after serving tho tonth 
year of her term. Her mother's expectation 
that alio will be liberated soon is a mistake. 
If the Govorniiiont oould release tho woman 
without exciting preaa comment, it might 
be dono earlier, but unfortunately for Mrs. 
Maybrick, her friends and tho preaa will not 
let her case be forgotten.

HBNEY CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

A Ilopeful Prospect and tlio Country Ciiu Af- 
ford to Walt a Little 
Longer, 

In his Now York circular of December 
12.'!, Henry Clows says : Tlio year in Wall 
street dr.iwa to its eluso with tho usual dis- 
position to contract oporations and close up 
aooounts. To that extent, this season al- 
ways affords opportunity for " bear " ojicr- 
ations ; and this year thoso opportuniiiea 
are perhaps unusually uttraotivo. There 
ia a steady uiulertono of confidence 
in tho better class of railroad stocks, which 
is supported by the still aotive demand for 
bonds. The prospects of the railroads for 
the next few months do not warrant the 
expeotation of large earnings ; but that 
prospect has an offset in tho large economiz 
ing of operating, repair and construction 
outlays, iu tho growing cohservatism of 
management, and in the fact that the net 
earnings show an improving ratio aa com' 
pared with the gross. 

There ia a halt in tho renewed export of 
gold. For tho moment Germany, whither 
all the shipments have gone, appears to 
have satisfied her wants ; and thsro are no 
ey:nptoma of any important further im- 
mediate consignments. At tho same time, 
it is an almost variablo rule for gold to go 
out at thia season in settlement of annua 
balancings, and it would not bo surprising 
should some furtlier niodorato amounts b 
sent. Tho condition of the trade movement 
is not suggestive of a continuous oveilluw. 
It ia trno that our exports of produce 
are light ; but wo have coiisiderablo surplus 
stocks of grain ; and, what is iiioro import 
ant, tho importations of merchandiso are 
undergoing a very severe contraction, and 
aro likely to remain far below tho average 
volume until the new tarilf takes effect. It 
might bo rather fortunate than otherwise 
to part with fifteen or twenty millions of 
our gold. The t fleet ut homo would bo to 
reduce the unhealthy surplus of money, and 
abroad to produce an ease in tho money 
markets calculated to develop a demand 
alike for our seeurities and our products. 

Tho tariff question continues to keep busi- 
ness in an unsettled condition, and may bo 
expected to do so until tho new duties arc 
finally fixed. Consequently, tho best that 
can be anticipated for the next few wocks, 
is a hand-to-mouth business. Discouraging 
as this prospect may seem, it is not without 
some alleviations. A market of exhausted 
stocks has always certain advantages over a 
glutted one. Makers and holders of mer- 
chandise, in such conditions, havo it in their 
power to support prices and to make prolitu, 
though it bo upon largely reduced sales. 
Nor ia it to bo overlooked that tho tariff 
prospects and tho depression of business aro 
combining to exclude competition from for- 
eign goods, and hence tlio large falling of! in 
the current imports. 

There can bo no doubt that, in most 
branches of trade, the ])roduction still con- 
tinues much behind the consumption. This 
foreshadows an ultimate exhaustion of job- 
bers' and retailers' stocks to a point tliat 
will leave a l*rge vacuum to bo tilled, in 
the Oiling of which manufacturcra should be 
in a position to obtain fair prices It is 
therefore to be expected thai, so soon aa tho 
new duties are settled, there will be a con- 
siderable revival of industrial activity. 
That re-starting cf production will give 
more general employment to labor, and tho 
working million will gradually resume its 
wonted position as uu element of demand, 
and tho country will stop by step regain its 
wonted prosperity. During the intervening 
period of inactivity, business can only re- 
main severely contracted; but tho country 
will feel that it can afford to wait, provided 
there is a hopeful prospect beyond.

London', Deo. ,'iO. — A dispatch duted 
Decembor 20, says tho miniatera of foreign 
powers bftTe refused Admiral da Gama'a to 
quest that the insurgents be recognized as 
belligeronte. Tho Goveramenli will not at 
tempt u serious uttuck upon the insurgents 
until tho flvo torpodo boats now on the way 
from Germany arrive. They are expected 
in a fortnight, having been delayed by 
storms. All liave a speed of 20 knots. 

The Times correspondent at Rio Janeiro 
sonde tho following despatch dated Decem- 
ber 22, via Montevideo : " General Salgado, 
with 1,000 men, arrived ut Desterro on 
\Vednpa;lay from the south. Adii;iral Do 
Gania has withdrawn the insurgent forces 
from Govercado iaLiiul. He statua that the 
number of men was inaiillijient to occupy so 
large an island, and prefers concentrating 
tho forces on board tho ships ut Cobras and 
Vlllegagnon. The insurgoiita continue to 
fire upon thu shore front, rendering com- 
munication between t.ie merchant aliipplug 
and the shore dangerous. Tlie comm.iuders 
of foreign %var ships, except the German, 
liavo given notice that; they will ufl'ord pro- 
tection iigidnst aeizure, but they warn ship- 
niusteia that they c innot protect life from 
danger between (he Government troops and 
the insurgents. 

Tho present situation is as follows: Ad- 
tiiiral da G.ima, wit;h 1,200 men, (Jropoacs to 
Iceep the Government in chccl;, harrasaing 
their troops on the littoral vmtil the arrival 
of the insurgents from the south. Then he 
will attack Rio. The Governmoat await 
the arrival of their new ships. Then they 
will attack in force, opening fire with all the 
shore artillery and using every cfibrt to 
crush Admiral da Gama. The result of the 
revolution greatly depends upon tho ad- 
vance of the insurgents northward. If 
Admiral da Gama is able to hold out until 
tho arrival of the ineurgents, thty will 
probably be successful. I consider their 
present position in Rio 'extremely criti- 
cal, as wjthout assistance Admiral 
da Gama cannot bold out ten days. Advices 
from the South state that the insurgent 
general, Saraliva, defeated 2,000 men under 
General Lema on the frontier of Parana, and 
is now pursuing them. Admiral da Gaum 
states that if any discontent shows itaell on 
account of his monarchical opinions, ho will 
oiler to resitin his command, Uc has sent 
a circular note to the foreign diplomatic re- 
presentatives, asking recognition of the in- 
surgents' as belligerenis. 

A dispatch received at I'ernambuco on 
December 22, and forwarded via Capo Vin- 
cent, said : " Senor Maria, the editor of tho 
suppressed Journal Provincia, publicly 
charced tho Government with being an uc- 
complice in the attempted revolt of last 
September, and of betraying their friends to 
save themaolvea. It ia reported there wasu 
revolt in the penal settlement of the Island 
of Fernando di Noronha, Brazil, and that 
tho Government has sent the Parahyba to 
suppress it." 

The folloiving dispatch has been received 
in Romd, dated Rio, Deconiber 19: "Ad- 
miral da Gama recently threatened to bom- 
bard the city. Tho commanders of tho 
foreign squadron protested thut this ex- 
treme measure was not juatilied, and that, 
in uny ca"e, forty-eight houra' notice should 
be given." 

Rio i)K ,]ANi;nio, Dec. :tO. — Tho Minister 
of Foreign Alfairs, acting for Preaident 
Peixoto, has authorizjd the repreeontulive 
of the United Press to make public the fol- 
lowing information : There has been no 
firing to-day by any of the forts at tho 
mouth of the harbor. The insurgent cruiser 
Almirante Tamundare has been bombarding 
the Government forts on Governor's Island 
and MocftDgue Island, but her fire has no 
visible effect. The forts replied briskly and 
a number of their shots struck tho cruiser, 
but what damage she sustidncil ia not 
known. It is certain, however, that, during 
the engagement one of her officers, presum- 
ably the oflijor of the deck, was killed. A 
lighter leaded with" live cattle and flying 
the British ll ig was seized by the insurgents 
to-day ; but they were not allowed to retain 
possession of their prize long, for the aenior 
otliccr of tiio Siriu-j learned of it and caused 
a gunboat lo go at once uiid di-rnand tho 
surrender of tiie lighter utid c.vttio. They 
were surreuilered without arguinont. 

Kkw Yoiiic, Dec. .'fO. — The ateamcr Mu- 
riel arrived this moruin;; from liarbadoea. 
When ahe left Martiniuu on Dpceinber 20 
the steamer SantuiU', halving in tow tlie 
Brazilian guidjoat Destroy'^r, and tho Bra- 
zilian cruiser America, were at th it port. 
C iptain McKonzie, of the Muriel, Bays his 
chip " MS boarded In' the oiiiuera of the 
A'lierica in search cf deserters from their 
ships. They did not kno>v how niuny men 
had deserted. The dam 'uo to the Deatroy- 
cr, according to what M ivenzie was able to 
learn, was of such a serious nature as to 
neceasitalo her going into the dry dock at 
Fort dc France in Martinique. 



TERIilHLK GALES 

"In the liiiy of Ulacay, ! "—Australasian 

Exiicrlenccs. 

London', Dec. 2S. — .-Vdmiral do Horsey 
sends to the Times a letter received from an 
officer on board the British battleship Reao- 
IntioD, describing the fearful experiences of 
that ship during the gale in the Hay of Bis- 
cay. Even in moderate weather tho Reao- 
lutioa rolled 45 degrees each way. She 
Steamed slowlyt keeping her head to sea, 
knowing that ^any deviation would break 
down tho engines and capsize the ship. The 
next day the gale was moderating and the 
coal running short, but thoy dared not turn 
for fear of going over. On the afternoon of 
December 21 the weather allowed an altera- 
tion of tho course, and the vessel was able 
to make for Queenstown. Every man on 
board felt thoroughly unsafe, Commenting 
on the letter Admiral de Horsey saya no- 
thing ia uu excuse for now iron ahipa ao con- 
atruotively weak aa to become dangerously 
strained and leaky in one gale. In the 
Commons to-day tho Secretary of tlio Ad- 
miralty, replying to a (lueation, -said the 
structure wua not damiL'f d, and tho coat 
of rop'iirs would be enly .51,750. 

Mki.iiouunk, Doc. 2S. — There was a ter- 
rific galo at I'ort Phillip last night. The 
steamer Alert, from Port Albert for Mel- 
bourne, was wrecked off Jubilee Point and 
only one lifo saved.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Kew York, I)eo. 30.— With the, excep- 
tion of New Bngland and sugar, the stock 
market was strong and higher to day. 
Louisville k Nashville was tho great "bull" 
card. Opening U higher at -l.'Si to l.'iil, a 
re-aotion to 125 took place, followed by a 
jumping to 414. J^'c " week past it has 
boon rumored daily that the company would 
pass its February dividend. Theaa storiea 
created a large "short" interest. To day 
some of the more conaeiivative of the 
"hears" tried to cover, but found very 
little stock offering, and had to pay as high 
as J per cent, for the use of the shares i\t 
the Stock Exchange and i per cent, at tho 
CoDBolidated board. London bought some- 
thing like 7|000 shares of the stock, and, 
taken altogether, the "shorts " were .badly 
punished. The other live issues advanced 
i to 2 per cont. Tho Burlington & Quincy 
statement for iSTovendjor waa unexpectedly 
good, showing u gain in tho surplus for No- 
vember of §29,200, notwithstanding a loaa 
in the gross of §428 368. The Htock, how- 
ever, which had advanced to 75.?, fell to 7-1 1 
to 7u,i after tho publication of tho report. 
New iCnglaud and Atchison sold at tho low- 
eat figure this year, tho former falling 2J to 
0:,', and tho latter 11 toO^. The liquidations 
account for the continued shrinkage in the 
prices of these stocks. The "bulla" hop'e 
to start tho new year witli a better 
market, partly because of the enor- 
mous " abort " interest which thoy 
conlidently believe can ho made to cover. 
Again the January interest payments will 
run over ninety millions of dollars, and tho 
"hulls" claim that tho re-investment of 
this money nmst react in their favor.

FAOTIOUS OPPOSITION. 

We wonder what the Opposition organs 
expect to gain by continually railing against 
tho Premier. Their comments on his 
Kanaimo speech do not deserve tlie name of 
discuaaion. They are, from first to last, 
nothing moro than virulent but impotent 
Bcoldiog. The Opposition papera must have 
a very poor opinion of the intelligence of 
their readers when they expect them to bo 
satisfied with auch rubbish as they dish up 
to them nearly every day. The News- 
Advertiser makes what any person of com- 
mon senao could see was an incorrect ver- 
sion of a telegraphic summary of tho speech, 
the text of columns of adverse and ill- 
natured criticism, and when the mistake was 
clearly pointed out to it, it had not tho can- 
dor to acknowledge its error or tho honesty 
to retract a single v/ord, it had said : 

Tho Times, acting upon the principal 
article of its political creed, which is that 
DO member of the Government can do right, 
condemns tho speech on general principles, 
although thero is very little in it 
with which it ventures to Gud fault. Ac- 
cording to it Mr. Uavie showed " good 
sense " in dealing with matters local to 
Nanaimo. " Aa to mattera of policy ho 
aaid nothing new," is its dictum. What ho 
aaid about continuing the railroad from 
Nanaimo to Seymour narrows meets with 
ita approval. Ko fault waa found with tho 
encouragement proposed to be given to the 
aettlomcnt of wildorneas lands. Of course 
the roids and bridges, and trails and 
wharves that have been opened up and con- 
atruoted have been made in the wrong 
places, the money expended on them would 
have done much more good if it had been 
laid out in other localities. And thou ivo 
have tho very old and very stale accusation 
that improvements aro made for no other 
purpose than to bribe electors. Wherever 
an improvement is projected or effected its 
object, according to the Times, ia not to 
accommodate the settlers or to develo|)e tlie 
resources of the country, but to bribe the 
electors. "Tho t.Uk," aaya the Times, "of 
encouraging settlement ia a hollow mock- 
ery while the public works of the Province 
are treated as one larga electioneering 
agency." Thia ia tho handiest as well as 
tho most vague of the accusations of tho 
Timca against the Government, ^\■herevor 
improvcriienta are needed thoro aro .settlers, 
and it does not require uny very uncommon 
amount of ability, or even of cunning, to 
maintain that the improvement has been 
made, not for tho general good, bub to gain 
votes, Tho public, wo think, know pretty 
well by thia time what thia acciiaation is 
worth, and we aro quite auro that tlio more 
money the Government can see its way to 
spend in making improvenaents of one kind 
and another, the better they will be pleased. 
^As long as it ia tho present Government that 
makea the improvements and apenda tho 
money, tho Times will of course continue to 
raise tho cry of bribery and cor- 
ruption ; but if the same amount wore 
expended by its friends in the same 
way, it would give the expenditure a 
very dilTeront and a much better sounding 
namo. The simple truth is, this bribing-the- 
pooplo-with-thcir-own-monoy cry, is tho sil- 
linat and the most insiucoro that \va.B over 
raised. This Province must bo opened up, 
aettlemeat mnat- be enooaraged, and its 
Qovernment Is only doing ita plain duty 
when it institutes aurvoys, opens roads, 
build bridges and school houses, makes 
trails and does anything olso that ia ncces- 
Bary to the proper and immodiuto develoji- 
ment of its resources. Of course all thia 
must bo done judiciously and we are very 
strongly of opinion that the great raajortty of 
the people of the Province are well convinced 
that the present Government is far more 



NOT A "SCARB.'\ 

The agitation respecting tho state of tlie 
English navy, which has been flippantly 
called " a soaro " by some thoughtless per- 
sona was reasonable ond well-grounded. As 
every one knows, supremacy on tho acaa ia 
one of tho cBsuntial conditions of Clreat 
Britain's existence as a groat power. This 
being the case, it is the very first duty of a 
British Government to keep up tho naval 
strength of the country relatively to that 
of other countries. This duty is -strongly 
insisted upon in ono of Tennyson's poems 
which we aeo ciuotod in au lOnglish news- 
paper. They were written when Mr. Glad- 
stone was in oiHoe in 1885, and,are aa appro- 
priate now aa they wore then. These are 
the lines : 

You— you— if you have failed to undorataud 
Tho lleet of liiiKlanO ia her all in all. 

On yon will come tho curao of all tho land 
If that oil Knpland fall 

Which Nolson left ao great. 

This Islo, tho mtehtlesb Naval power on earth. 

This Olio small isle, the lord of every sea; 
Poor Knglandl What would all thoao votes bo 
worth, . .„ 

And what avail thine anriontfamoof "Free, 
Wott thou a fallen State i 

You— you— who had the ordering of her Fleet, 

If you have only compass'd her diegraco : 
When all men starve, tho wild mon's million

It is admitted by British atatesmen of all 
parties that the nation's safety re- 
quires that tho British fleet must 
at least be equal in strength and efficiency 
to those of the two strongest naval powers 
of Europe, Lord George Hamilton called 
tho attention of tho nation to the fact that 
although tho Britiah navy is at the present 
moment, as far as tonnage is concerned, 
greater than tho combined navies of Franco 
and Russia, it will not long retain that pre- 
ponderance. The Times, commenting on 
Lord George's article in tho December num- 
ber of the National Review, oaya: 

Before tho Naval Defence Act wo had ,32 
large vcsaola of 2lj'2,.')10 tona, aa against a 
combined French and Ruaaian force of 2.'} 
ships of luO.tio.'i tons. Tho real superiority 
was leas than the apparent, though the ap- 
parent margin waa by no means too great, 
becauao many of our ships were old, and to 
be old in these days of constant and rapid 
improvement i» to be obsolete. yincB the 
paaaiog of the Naval Defence Act, an addi- 
tion of 14 lorge ships of 179.300 tons bas 
been made to the British fleet. But the 
combined navies of France and Russia have 
in the same period been reinforced by 
the addition of 13 ships, of 120,300 tons. 
Our position waa thus somewhat improved 
aa regards both tonnage and ijuality, and 
the maintonanco of that relative position, 
though it might nob satisfy an exacting 
critic impressed with the overwhelming 
importance of tho issues involved, would, at 
any rate, diapel acuto anxiety. 

What Lord George Hamilton has done ia 
to show tho nation that thia superiority is in 
iiiniiinenl danger of lieing loat. 

We have now building, the Tiniea con 
tinuca, under Lord (leorge's "guidance," a 
sinijlo largo vesael ; ono morn is about to be 
begun, and two are " iiiojccted. " Tlie total 
tonnage of the four ia X,'M)i) tons, while 
Franco and Russia together uro building 2.'i 
veaaola, of 2IO,.'!00 tons. Six of these 
are completing, fourteen aro building, two 
are coinnienciiig, and one ia proje(;ted. Jn 
other worda these two countries have six 
largo ahipa complociog while wo have none 
at the same stage, except tho urreara of tho 
navol programme, for whioh full credit ia 
given above, and they havo 14 building 
while wo have only one. Making rough 
totala of the figures j list given, we find llmt 
aa tho Britiah and foreign programmea now 
stand, Franco and Russia are on the point 
of achieving an actual prepondorance both 
in ships and tonnage. In large oiuiaera wo 
can make a rather better showing as wo have 
29 Bgaiost 17, but of the 29 nine are old and 
at least six would be needed on foreign sta 
tiona, BO that our position is by no means 
one befitting a nation having oommerco to 
protect in every aea. 

Sir Charles Dilke, who ia nob by any 
means an alarmist, does nob feel easy about 
Greab Britain's position as a naval power, 
and there are many others who aro in a po 
aition to eatiniato Great Britain's real naval 
strength, who aro impreaaed with the nocea- 
aity of taking immcdiatu inoasurca to in- 
croaao tho number of tho nation's warships. 

We In Canada are more interested^ than 
soma would, like to admit In the raalnten* 
ance of Great Britain's aupremaoy on the 
seas. Without the proleotiou which her

It is no 
wonder then that we deeply regret his 
retirement from the Provincial political 
arena. 

Thia praise, high as it ia, was deserved.

The case of Nasser Habob, who was 
brought down on the Boscowit/. and is now 
held for trial for larceny, is rather interest- 
ing in its particulars. It seems that a few 
months ago an lAssyttan named Antonino 
Naasif arrived from China, bringing with 
him a large t^uantity of silk handkerchiefs 
and other Oriental wares, wWoh lie purposed 
peddling in this country.- He met in Vic- 
toria a countryman, in business here, who 
advised him to take the goods to Port 
Simpson to soli to the Indians, oa thoy 
would pay better prioea thau could bo ob- 
tained in Victoria. Tliia countryman in- 
troduced Habeb and another Assyrian to 
Naasif, aa good people to show him round 
tho country about Port Simpson and help 
him with his sales, and tho three went 
North together. When they reached Port 
Simpson Nassif did not like tho place, and 
concluded to return to Victoria. As 
the steamer was going further, ho 
loft on board tho trunk containing 
tho silks and other goods, but when the vet 
sol called on her way back Nasaif unfortu 
natoly did not make his appearance in time 
to take passage, and his trunk waa put oil 
on tho wharf. His companions thereupon 
persuaded him to have it taken away, to 
save wharfage charges, and stored at an 
Indian's hut, where tho three made their 
hoadijuartera. Of courao it was opened and 
thoy tried peddling tho goods, but ono day 
when Nassif returned he found the trunk 
and its contents gone, and his companioiia 
being missing also ho had them charged 
with the larceny. The stolon goods conaist- 
ed of .%0 dozen silk handkerchiefs and 
several other artioles, beaides §150 in gash, 
Hubob being brought before a ttiagiitrate at 
Port Simpson was committed for trial, and 
sent to Victoria. He will probobly be tried 
at Nanaimo, Tho prisoner's story is that 
Nasaif instructed him to take the trunk to 
Alaska, and that it was lost on tho way tiy 
his canoe upsetting. C. H. Potts, pf tho 
latter city, who has boen looking after the 
interests of Nassif, was in Victoria yester- 
day in connection with tho case.

ECONOilV IX CITV MATTERS 

To Till' ICiUTOK ; 1 have observed ro- 
ceutly a number of letters in your paper and 
tho Times in regard to the wrutcheil niiUiiu r 
in which tho all'airs of tho city have been 
conducted by the pres'jnt mayor und coun- 
cil. All tlio letters condemn, more or leas, 
the liciioiia of tho council in their manage- 
ment cf the streets, water, lighting, sewer- 
iigo, sanitary matters and a number of 
otlior thinf;^ included, and no doubt tho 
council fully deserve all the rubs they get, 
but none of them, as fur as I have seen, had 
anything to say about tho onormoua amount 
of money expended every year in ollitial 
salnriua, about SSO.OOO. L have no hesita- 
tion in paying that the money paid out 
annually for running this little city of Vic- 
toria, of say eighteen thouaand inliabitiuila, 
is without auy doubt about douOlo what; it 
should bo. If the ratepayora will only 
atudy their own interest a little at the com- 
ing city elections, they can compel every 
candidate tor mayor or olderman to pledge 
themselves to a reduction iu tho expendi- 
ture on oHicial salaries, of say about fIfO.OOO 
annually. lOconoiny ia now the order of tho 
day everywhere ac tho present time — iu 
railroads, steamboats, nduing, manufactur- 
ing and munioipalitiei, and why, I aak, 
should we in Victoria, who are getting a 
taste of tho hard times, not follow tho good 
example set by other people on this coast 
and elsewhere? In reduciog the official 
salaries, I would suggest that it be com- 
menced at the head of the council and 
go down to the lowest official, and 
not only reduce the salaries, but increase 
tho hours of work, weed out every person 
whoso services can be dispensed witbl In that 
way a very large reduction can be made in 
the oHicial expenditure for 1894. 

Tho Mayor's salary should be reduced to 
SI, OIK) a year, which ia ample for what it ia 
intended for, but as wo all know that ho ia 
a very patriotic fellow and cares litt.le for 
money, it is just possible that ho may offer 
his services aa Mayor for one year, gratia, 
which would be far Oetter. By making tho 
reducfiona in salaries as suggested, it vould 
save the r»U>payer9 a large unin of money, 
which oould'b* expended in improving our 
streets, or be used iu aomo other way that 
would bo of much greater benetit to the city 
than spending it on ollioial salaries. 

Some timid people would perhaps aay: 
Oh, if you reduce the aalariea of the Mayor, 
Aldermen and tho oliicials under them, 
there will certainly bo a strike. \Yell, let 
them atrike, there arc plenty of men here 
just aa capable of lilling the various ollicca 
as they are, who would be only too glad to 
take them at the reduction, whatever it 
may be. f 

The time ia drawing near when the rate- 
payers will be called upon to vote for Q 
Mayor and Aldermen for the year lS9t, and 
they ahould lose no time in making their 
selection cf candidates (new ones by all 
means if possible), who ahould bo pledge 
to a reduction of olficial salaries as one of the 
main planks in the platform for the coming 
year.

" AnioiJgst nil claf'Sea," Buys ho, "there 
npppnra to be n well-deljucd feeling thiit an 
opijortunity hua ariaeii which will ulford the 
Chinese Government an excuse to wipe out 
the old score left standing since the Tonquin 
afliiir, Chinahua idiiiost unnumbered militury 
forces, and cau, if uecesaary, put in tliu 
field Ck vast horde of men, wlio, while not 
well up in' modern taotieu, uim 
still m&ke it very unoonifortablo for 
■ almost any nation. Another fact 
which appears to bo overlooked is that these 
forces can bo supplemented with a goodly 
number of troops that have been for somo 
time under instruction from skilled Euro- 
pean officers. The public feeling iu Chioa 
against France is bitter enough to almost 
force the governmeBt to take action of some 
kind. 

This, however, will scarcely be neces- 
sary, us the high oflBoials appear to be quite 
ready to take a band in the affair. There ia 
a cat-like alertness on all sides which is elo- 
' quent of tronbia yet to come. 

" Just before we left the Chinese fleet of 
warships got <ip steam, and, while under 
scaled orders, it was well-known that the 
Mcnani river was to be visited and that the 
cxaet aitu uion at Bangkok was to bo ujci'i- 
tainod. Shortly after the departure of the 
Chinese vessela the British men-of-war got 
up sleiiin and followed in the aaiiie direction. 
Fast afl'^r Iheiii thorc departed a Spanish 
and a Husdian warship, all evidently intent 
on abcerlaining the meaning of thia move on 
the part tif the Chineao vessels. Among tho 
foreign residents of Hongkong tho idea pre- 
vailed that tho preaonco of tho Eugiiah 
shipa waa urgently needed to protect JCag- 
lish life and property in Siam. Tho next 
day the ilritiah veacula returned, having 
evidently aajertainod what they ^vialieil to 
know, and active preparationa ot Home kind 
were begun. 

" At thia time Lho llear-Adtniral only 
waa in liongkong, the Admiral being at 
Yokoluuna. When wo touched at Shaiigliai 
tho Admiral arrived there in hia atcam 
yacht, and when we loft ho was epeediog 
away under full steam for Hongkong. He 
was evidently anxious to lose no time in re- 
turning to hia command. 

" The feeling on tho other side in emphati- 
cally that tho Franco-Siameao uH..ir ia far 
from being settled, und that trouble may bo 
expected at any time. Tho Britiah reaidents 
appear to be satisfied that England will find 
it impossible to keep out of tho broil, aud 
lively timea are looked for in the near 
future. 

" Both China and Siam have some fairly 
,eood vessels, and China has several torpedo 
'boats that might make things interestiog ou 
the Menam to the French squadron. Tho 
result is hard to predict, Bat S, can say this, 
in Asia generally the feeling is that Franco 
would in tho long run get decidedly tho 
wrong end of tho bargain, oven if not com- 
pelled to cope with any other force than 
that of combined China and Siam." 



CAJ3LJ5 NEWS. 



Mcnrnsnn'ti Itcvoll, 
Managua, iS'iciraRua, Dec. .'iO. — General 
Bonilla has taken command of tho Hon- 
duran invaders, has issued a proclamation 
and is marching towards Cholutica. Numer- 
ous desertions are reported from President 
Vaeqnez's ranks to those of Bonilla. Central 
America is alarmed at the report that Vas- 
qnez is engaging American filibusters, and 
the press is recalling the Walker expedition 
. in this connection. 

San Salvador, Dec, 30. — An army 
under Bonilla having invaded Honduras, a 
battle is reported to have recently bopn 
fought between Hondurun troopa and the 
rohela. Tho latter are said to have hoon 
compelled to retire on Soinotilla. The re- 
port has been received of a batllo between 
the Nicuragua and Honduras forcoa in which, 
it ia stated that 31 were killed ou both 
sides.

It 
ia reported tlio gunboat Lima ia going to the 
saino port, with artna and arnniunilion.

PliAoui;, Deo. 20. — In the IJohenuan Diet 
yesterday tho young Czech, Engel, denied 
that hia party had any connection with the 
plot to murder Rudolph M'rvo, who was 
stabbed in his house, last Saturday. Ho do- 
olared that the young Czoohs' infiuonco 
tended to rear the young in tho patriotic 
traditions of the land and in loyalty to tho 
good of mankind. While adhering to tho 
Xirinciplea of nationality, tho party had 
never advocated an independent kingdom of 
Bohemia, although the enemies of the na- 
tional movement had aoonsed the young 
Czechs of this, bitendlng thus to brand the 
party aa traitors and revolutioDists.

— At tho closo of the 
session on Thursday, Judge Tuthill admon- 
ished, cautioned and . read the law to the 
Coughliu Jury. The court room had been 

cleared of curious spectatora when the pre- 
siding Judge made hia unexpected and em- 
phatic apeecli. Ho declared that ho had 
not been impelled to addreaa the jury by any 
reports rtllucting upon ihcir integrity or bo- 
cause any outsidera had attempted to apeak 
to the jurors about tho case. "It was just 
cautioning them und freshening their niinda 
as to their duty os jurors and citizens," 
Ooo reason for the Judge's roniarka, how- 
ever, was it seems that a juror desired to 
take notes of tho names, addresses and 
occupations of many witnesses. The b&ilifif 
iu charge warned tho jury not to tako any 
notes of the oaeo, und tho Judge was called 
upon to decide tho nueation.

Vagup storiea were in circulation all day iu 
regard to attempta to tamper with the jury; 
thia time women being mentioned aa tho 
olFundcra, The only foundation ia that 
women unknov.'u to the police detectivea, 
prcac outing atlorniea or tho t'ronin connnit- 
tec, have been sitting day aftftr d'ly as cloae 
as i'pectiitora arc allowed to conio to tho 
jury, " making cyea '' at the younger nieiu- 
bera who looked their way, und passing re- 
marks of sympathy for tho prisoner.

Death of tho "VVovld-Keuownetl Afi'i- 
cau Traveller and 
Autboi*. J

LoHDOK, Deo. 30.— The distioguished 
African traveller and explorer, Sir Samuel 
White Baker, F.R.S., M.A., died ut his 
home, Mewton Abbot, Davonahire, England, 
this afternoon. Ifo was a brother of Hon. 
Liout.-Colonol James Baker, Provincial Sec- 
rotary and Minister of Education for tho 
Province of British Columbia, also of Col. 
Valentine Baker, a well known Cavalry ofK- 
ocr who rendered most distinquiahod ser- 
vices to tho British Empire as well as 
to that of Turkey, Tlio latter was 
also tho author of several important 
military and other works. Sir Samuel 
Baker was a deputy lionteiiant of Glouces- 
tershire and a J. P. of Devon; ho h:ul the 
orders, the Graml Cordon of tlio Modjidio 
and the seccind ami third claEsoa, iu addition 
to tho second ulua.-i of the Osnianio. 

The deceased wur bnin in London, June 
Sth, IS'Jl, waa educated at private school 
also ill Germany and married in l.Sl.'i. In 
1S17 ho established the well known agricul- 
tural settlement and sanitarium at Newera 
KUia, in the mountains of Ceylon, at an al- 
titude of G'JUO feet above the level of the 
sea. In 1S51 ho retired from Ceylon after 
eight years residence, and at the death of 
Ilia wife in IS.'w, went to the Crimea. He 
began his preparations for tho diacovory of 
the sources of tlio Xile in ISIil at his own 
coat, bis history of which ia one of tho most 
interesting works of travel. He also received 
numerous other distinctions. 

In addition to his Nile explorations, Sir 
Samuel Baker under tho auspices of tho 
Khedive, rn subdue tho African wilderness 
and annex it to tho civilized world, to 
destroy tho olavo trade and cslablish regu- 
lar d^jmnierce in its place to open up to 
civilization the vast African lakes which are 
tho equatorial reservoirs of tho Nile, and to 
add the whole of the countries which border 
on that river to the kingdom of the 
Pharaohs. On December 2, 1860, having 
received from the Sultan, In addition to the 
order of tho Medjidie, the rank of Pasha and 
Ma jor-Geuoral, be left Cairo, Lady Baker, as in 
previous journeys, accompanying him. Ho 
returned in 1S73 in a position to say that his 
expedition had been crowned with oomploto 
success. In 1S79 he visited Cyprus, pub- 
lishing "Cyprus as I saw it in 1879." Ho 
also proceeded on further researches in 
Syria, India, Japan and America. 

Sir Samuel was a voluminous writer his 
works attaining immense popularity, several 
of them being among tho moat notable and 
valued contributions to the history of Afii- 
cun exploration and adventure. Among his 
batter known books are: "Tho Rille and 
the Hound in Ceylon," " Eight Years' Wan- 
derings in Ceylon," " The Albert Nyanzi," 
greit basin of the ?<ile and explorations of 
tho Nile's sources," " Tho Nile Tributaries 
of Abssinia and tho Sword Hunters of the 
Hararam Arabs," " Cast Up by tho Sea," a 
novel, translated into French by Mmo. 
Fernand under tho title of " L'Enfant du 
Naufrage ;" " Isniatia ;" a narrative of the 
expedition to Central Africa for tho sup- 
pression of tho Slave trade; ' "Cyprus as 1 
Saw it in 187!) " Sir Samuel was a Fellow 
of tho Royal Geographical Society of r.,on- 
don and an honorary member of the geo- 
graphical societies of Paris, Berlin, Italy 
and America. He received tho Grande 
Modaille d'Or of the Soclete de Geographic 
de Paris.

THE COLOJJNA'S. 



ijtatcment of the Frincesi— She Refuses to 
let Ubn See the Children on 
Christmas Day. 

Paris, Deo. 30. — The representative in 
this city of tho United Prcaa, learns that 
Mrs. Mackay'a reply to the assertion made 
by Prince Colonna that bis wife, the step- 
daughter of Mrs, Mackay, the American 
millionaire, drew and spent the entire 
amount of money Mr. Mackay sent 
to her, . is that Prince Colonna 
forced his wife to draw che flue^ in favor of 
tho servants, who cashed them and turned 
tho money thus obtained over to the Prince. 
Prince Colonna claims thut he has the house- 
bold books showing that all tho cheques 
were drawn In favor of Procioso, the butler 
employed by the family, and that nil tho 
money waa apcat on the household. Prinoo 
Colonna returned to Paris on Dec. 24, after 
having passed six weeks in arranging his 
kffaits in Naples. He said to-day that he 
came back so as to see bis children on 
Christmas day and give them their cus- 
tomary toys. By the decree of the French 
courts the Princess obtained charge of the 
children on the condition that tho 
Prince have access to them, and 
they visit him at his home every 
two days. The Prince took chambers 
about a hundred yards from his 
wife's hotel and on Christmas day sent a re- 
quest that tho children might visit him for 
a short time. Receiving no reply, ho then 
went to the hotel and told the proprietor to 
inform the Princcsa that ho was waiting 
down ataira. The proprietor answered that 
Mra. Mackay had given strict orders against 
sending up cards. She would see nobody. 
Tho Prince insisted, and eventually 
the proprietor went to tho rooms occupied 
by the Princess. He returned with the re- 
ply that it was iinooesiblo to let the chil- 
dren see the Piinco on that day. Tho 
Prince lost his temper and had an angry al- 
tercation with tho proprietor ; but ho left 
tho hotel without having seen the children. 
He saya that ho will persist in obtaining hia 
rights, however, and will not let tho 
Mackuys prevent hia gaining access to bis 
family. 

BtroDK VorUs. 
CniCAao, Deo. 30.— W. T. Stead, tho 
London editor and reformer, has mortally 
offended many prominent women in Chicago 
by some plain talk at a joint meeting of the 
women's clubs of the city, called to counsel 
regarding Bid to suffering women and chil- 
dren. In the course of his remarks Mr, 
Stead said : "Women who have great oppor- 
tunities only to neglect them are more dis- 
reputable in the eyes of God and man than 
the most abandoned women of the streets." 
This language gave much offsnse, and ma ny 
ladies declared that they Would never again 
attend a meeting at which Mr. Stead was 
present.
